A Few Bod Sports 



A few boorish and vulgar Hazard 
fans made this community look pretty 
sad at last Friday’s game with Lynch. 

An unfortunate incident on the field 
in which a Lynch player was injured 
started the trouble at the game. Some 
spectators thought that a Hazard player 
deliberately hurt the Lynch boy by 
jumping on his back after the play was 
over. Others said it was an accident, or 
that the Hazard player had been pro- 
voked. It is impossible to tell from the 
sidelines the origins of that kind of 
thing to determine who is at fault, or 
even precisely what happened. The ref- 
erees on the field are paid to make 
judgments on such incidents, and fans 
f rom each school are obliged to abide by 
them. 

But some fans at the game showed 
they didn’t have that much sense, and 
went on to boo the players, referees and 
spectators. Strangely, it was Hazard peo- 
ple who were the most offensive, even 
though the injured player was from 
Lynch. A letter on today’s editorial page 
fh tribes the experience of one Lynch 
rooter, who was among several in the 
Lynch crowd to be insulted by people 
from Hazard. One Hazard man ran out 
on the field yelling insults and pretend- 
ing to want to fight, shaking his fist at 
the Lynch visitors and screaming such 
things as. “Kick their teeth out, kick 
their teeth out.” 

It is true that a man from Lynch 
came out on the field first when the 
Lynch player lay injured on the ground, 
and that he approached the Hazard bench 



with threatening gestures. He was call- 
ed back by a Lynch coach. His action 
was uncalled for, but it did not justify 
the treatment many of the Lynch fans 
received from some of the Hazard root- 
ers during the rest of the game. 

As usual, only a few were involved 
in the shameful display of poor sports- 
manship, and these were not students, 
but so-called "adults”. 

It would seem that such “adults” 
would eventually mature to the intelli- 
gence level of the average high school 
freshman. One way they can be helped 
along is for good sports who are seated 
nearby to let loud-mouths know their 
actions are unwanted. 

Tomorrow night will be a good time 
to begin.

This book contains the un- 
cut text of the play, an essay entitled “Side- 
lights On History" by the author, and a fore- 
word by Albert Schweitzer.

Bravo, Louisville Teachers 



The school teachers in Louisville 
who have been striking and demonstrat- 
ing against poor salaries and working 
conditions are fully justified in their pro- 
test. 

While many may wrongly criticize 
their actions as unprofessional and un- 
dignified, the stand they are taking is an 
example school teachers throughout the 
country, including those in Perry County, 
could well emulate. 

Perhaps no large single professional 
group in our culture is as necessary to 
our well-being as that of the educators. 
Everything we are and can be depends 
upon them. Yet, this group of dedicat- 
ed people is the most abused and unap- 
preciated of any profession in the United 
States. A teacher’s pay is low, his job is 
hard. Far from involving merely lectur-

The general public does not 
seem to. It refuses to pay teachers re- 
spectable wages. It refuses to grant to 
the teaching profession the respect it de- 
serves. It often uses the teacher as a 
scapegoat for the failures of the home. 

To the teachers in Louisville who are 
standing up for their rights, we say 
Bravo! If the public does not volunteer 
to care about the teaching profession, 
and schools in general, then the teachers 
have every right to force it to care, by 
whatever means are at their disposal.
